At the same time Alderman Ed- 
ward W. Wiehe, chairman of the 
joint Transportation Committee, 
made public the text of the com- 
pany's proposal, the important fea- 
tures of which were told exclusive- 
ly in the Post-Dispatch July 5. 

. Plan of the Company. 

The company’s plan, which was 
only a tentative suggestion by a 
committee representing it and not 
provided an 
annual annuity of $3,107,000 to be 
paid to the company by the city 
out of earnings of the transit sys- 
tem for 30 years. In the discus- 


pany calculated this would compen- 
sate the owners on a basis of about 
$43,000,000 value for the property, 
plus interest. 

In 30 years the city would pay 
$93,210,000, which with ordinary 
interest at 5 per cent would in 30 
years amortize a capital debt of 
nearly $50,000,000. 

The suggestion of the company 
committee was summed up as fol- 
lows: 

“Legal title to the transportation 
facilities now owned by the Public 
Service Co, and the Peoples Motor-

WRITER’S SHIP RIDES

Frank North, Unreported Since 
' June 10, Arrives at 
Alaskan Port.

SEATTLE, Wash., July 21. — An 
amateur radio operator picked up 


„ Messuge from an Alaskan station 
last night directed to the Associated 
Press, reporting the safety of Frank 
North, writer and explorer, al- 
though his vessel had been severe- 
ly damaged in storms north of the 
Alaskan peninsula. 

The message, sent by an amateur 
at Ugashik, Alaska, was received 
here by Bruce Duncan. 

It was said that Nerth had left 
Ikatan, on Unimak Island in the 
Aleutians, on June 10, and no word 
had been received from bim until 
his vessel put into port at Ugashik, 
after much stormy weather. 

A’ preliminary survey indicated, 
the message said, that the vessel 
had been so badly damaged it could 
not be repaired in time to enter 
the Arctic ice pack this season. 

Before leaving Unimak Island, 
North and his party had spent some 
time exploring Shishaldin volcano, 
and were the first to reach it after 
its severe eruption several months 
ago, the message added. Last 
month Father Bernard Hubbard, 
Santa Clara University professor, 
ascended the volcano. 

North has written exténsively on 
the Arctic and done much explera- 
tion in the Far North.

Neighbors Say Strife Be- 
tween Couple Had Been 


ears. 

Joseph Harvey, who had quar- 
reled with his wife almost unceas- 
ingly since they established a gro- 
cery in Luxemburg five years ago, 
shot and killed her and ended his 
life last midnight. 

Relatives and neighbors, to whom 
the continuous strife was a source 
of comment and conjecture, do not 
know what caused the last quarrel 
or, for that matter, any of the oth- 
ers. They know, however, that 
Harvey was usually in a rage 
against his wife, that he disap- 
peared for periods ranging from a 
few days to a few months and that 
he frequently accused her of a&s- 
sociating with others. 

Harvey, who was 69 years vid, 


called last night on Frank Koller,| 


his brother-in-law, 1040 Wachtel 
avenue, Luxemburg, and sat in a 
lawn swing for several hours “om- 
plaining about this and that and 
particularly about his wife. 

Complained of “Money Troubles.“ 

Koller, who had heard all of the 
Marital disputes many times before, 
was not impressed when Harvey 
muttered darkly about “money 
troubles”: and said that his wife, 
Mrs. Georgia Harvey, 61 yearg old, 
“wanted” the $700 or $800 cash 
which he had on hand. What she 
wanted it for, and why he did not 
want her to have it, Harvey did 
not explain. 

Just ore 12 o'clock he pound- 
ed his knee with a clenched fis 
and told Koller, “If she doesn’t 
make up I'm going to de something 
desperate.” Koller, who had heard 
his brother-in-law say the same 
thing many times before, was out- 
wardly solicitous, but still unim- 
pressed. Without another word 
Harvey started for his three-room 
bungalow at 1200 Wachtel avenue, 
next door to the grocery. 

“He’d been gone about 10 min- 
utes,” Koller said, “when I heard a 
shot and right after it 
screamed... I. telephoned the Con- 
stable, Tony Fassler. While I was 
doing that there were two more 
shots. When Fassler got there he 
had to break down the door ‘to 
Harvey’s cottage.” 

Killed as She Lies on Lounge. 


Mrs. Harvey, who had been shot i 


twice in the chest, was lying on 
the floor beside a lounge, upon 
which there were blood stains. Ap- 
parently Harvey shot her once as 
she lay on the lounge, and she 
rolled to the floor whereupon he 
shot her again and ended his own 
ife. 

Harvey was shot once, the butlet 
entering his right temple. He was 
killed outright while Mrs. Harvey 
is believed to have lived for about 
10 minutes, 

The Harveys came to Luxemburg 
from Jacksonville, III, where 
Harvey had been a bricklayer and 
where he is said to have accumu- 
lated a competence. Harvey told 
his neighbors and acquaintances 
he wanted to go back to Jackson- 
ville, but that his wife liked it here, 
His last disappearance, more than 
a year ago, was of six months 
duration. He returned from it last 
fall. 

Three daughters, all married, 
survive. One lives in Danville, IIL, 
one in Indianapolis and the other 
in Detroit.

Another Man o’War. 


URMI reminds one of Man 

O’ War, in that he could run 
well at any distance, any time, 
any place. He was not a rec- 
ord-breaking runner in sprints, 
but he could make first-class 
sprinters break records to beat 
him. 


At the half-mile event he was 
breaking records in 1921, but un- 
doubtedly his peak was reached 
at the longer distances, although 
he made life tough for the 
world’s mile runners when he set 
the mark at 4:10 2-5. He set rec- 
ords, world’s records, at dis- 
tances ranging from a half mile 
to 10,000 meters. If permitted to 
run at Los Angeles he hopes to 
lower the world’s marathon 
mark, although he has entered 
his thirty-sixth year. 


Nurmi won his first important 
race at the age of 17, but did 
not really find himself until the 
year before the Antwerp Olym- 
pics in 1920.

INLAND is a remarkable 

country, athletically. With a 
population of only 3,000,000 per- 
sons, it has been the principal 
competitor of the United States 
‘in every Olympic revival, be- 
ginning with 1920. It reached 
its peak at Paris in 1924 when, 
with a team of only 26 track 
and field men, it gained as many 
first places as the United States 
did, with a team several times 
larger and with 120,000,000 
population to draw from.

“The tragedy of the situation 
lies in hunger, distress, destruc- 
tion of moral and spiritual values 
and impairment of confidence 
among millions of people in the 
nation. The impotency of indus- 
trial management to apply con- 
structive, practical measures for 
relief of unemployment stands out 
in bold relief as a major cause for 
the continued distress. 

“The only procedure by indus- 
trial management has been to re- 
duce wages, destroy buying power, 
increase unemployment and injure 
both capital and labor. 

“Labor holds that the millions 
of working men and women now 
idle may properly demand the 
right to work. Industrial manage- 
ment can make active and vital the 
exercise of this right by an equi- 
table distribution of the work 
available. 

Industry, finance and owner- 
ship, through their authorized 
agencies, having failed to meet the 
situation voluntarily, makes it

Economists Suggest That Hoover 
Call Conference.

BOSTON, July 21. — President 
Hoover has been asked by a New 
England joint conference on re- 
employment to consider calling a 
national conference which would 


effect an organization sponsoring 
the flexible workday and week. 

The conference was attended by 
more than 100 executives, -econom- 
ists, labor and industrial leaders, 
college presidents and social work- 
ers. It was called by the New 
Hampshire Unemployment Relief 
Committee and the Massachusetts 
Commission on the stabilization of 
unemployment. It discussed the 
“New Hampshire plan for re-em- 
ployment” which was based on the 
principle of flexibility. 

The conference found that un- 
employment continues with in- 
creasing problems, despite all ef- 


fotts to curb the lessening of busi- |, . 


ness activity > s&s * ‘cO-opera- 
tive national action to achieve job 
security by job-sharing seems im- 
perative.” 

The conference adopted a resolu- 
tion suggesting a shorter work 
week, giving employmen to an ad- 
ditional 10 per cent of workers: It 
suggested that the plan be put in- 
to effect without increasing the 
cost of foing business. To this 
end it suggested small contribu- 
tions from wage earners still em- 
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ployed and from salaried executives 
and owners. 

Indivifiual resolutions approving 
the New Hampshire plan” were 
adopted by groups representing 
Governors of New England states, 
business and industry, agriculture, 
and social agencies. 


Attitude of Labor. 


The resolution adopted by the la- 
bor group did not indorse “the New 
Hampshire plan” by name, but said 
that “even if so-called good times 
return, there is no indication that 
there will be enough work to justi- 
fy our eight-hour day standards.“ 

The New Hampshire plan was 
developed, by Harold M. Davis of 
Nashual, N. H., a member of the 
New Hampshire Unemployment 
Committee. 

Davis said economic. conditions 
required that 3,000,000 persons be 
put to work and that proof be 
given the entire population that 
the nation’s industrial machine 
does not “ruthlessly discard mil- 
lions of workers.” The New Hamp- 
shire plan would apply the princi- 
ple of flexibility to: The number of 
persons employed, arrangement of 
hours, method of payment, method 
of starting, and future develop- 
ments. 


The plan would begin by adding 


10 per cent of the unemployed to 
those now employed on full or part 
time. Hours of employment of per- 
sons would be shortened and of 
machines lengthened, 1 reduc- 
ing overhead.

ternational relations are pacific; they will 
remain insignificant and difficult while in- 
ternational relations are troubled. 

Looked at in this fashion, it can be said, 
I think, that since the conference assembled 
last February, world relations have im- 
proved at the center of our civilization and 
have deteriorated on the fringes. The at- 
fair in the Far East, both in Manchuria 
and in Shanghai, has been a grave setback. 
Not only has it revealed the weaknesses of 
the post-war machinery of peace, but it has 
set the stage for prolonged disturbance in 
the Orient. 

It would be idie to pretend that it is nat 
now more difficult than it has been for 10 
years to make naval agreements in the 
Pacific, or to feel at ease about that part 
of the world. Confidence in pledges has 
been shattered, and while it does no good to 
shout about the dangers which have been 
revealed, they will nat be forgotten. 

On the other hand, the progress in Europe 
has been greater than anyone dared to hope, 
By a strange trony, the greatest achieve- 
ment in the direction of peace and atability 


FTER long months of patient negotia- 
tions, the disarmament conference at 
Geneva is on the point of adjourning 
until next January. No definite agreements 
which actually limit er reduce armaments 
have been reached, and the formal state- 
ment of principles, hopes and intentions 
Which the conference will publish appears 
at best to imply a moral obligation to keep 
on trying to make real agreements. | 
To recognize this is ne ground for com- 
plaining about the work, of the conference 
or of the governments represented. On the 
contrary, the conference itself has been a 
great achievement; to have kept 50 nations 
talking amiably about their vital interests. 
to have explored and debated questions 
which touch the pride, the honer and the 
fears of so many peoples, to have had no 
explosions but rather to have increased 
understanding, is in any broad perspective 
a unique performance. Nothing like it has 
ever been attempted before in the whole 
history of the world, and not to have failed 
ignominiously is almost a triumph. 
The primary credit belongs to the dele- 
gates, to the foreign offices and to the 
secretariat of the League af Nations. The 
delegates haye conducted themselves as 
honest and civilized men, disdaining, with 
a restraint which is beyond all praise, the 
easy popularity which any of.them could 
have won by appealing to the passions of 
the voters at home. The opportunities fer 
profitable mischief have been enormous. 
No one exploited them.

Neither of the brothers exercised 
the slightest influence on the Czar’s 
decisions: Nicholas Maklakoff 
was never asked to express his 
opinon on military matters, Vas- 
sily Maklakoff was naturally nev- 
er admitted to the palace. The fa- 
mous “Makiakoff war speech” 
quoted by Ludwig belongs to the 
realm of pure imagination, the au- 
thor being too lasy to check up on 


names and data.

N biased account of the last week 

of the Old World. I doubt that 
any one ever will, The informa- 
tion possessed by me and gath- 
ered both before and during the 
war, leads me to believe in the 
conclusiveness of three facts only: 

1. The conflict was caused by 
the Anglo-German rivalry for the 
economic supremacy of the world 
and by the combined efforts of the 
military cliques of Berlin, Vienna, 
Paris, London and St. Petersburg. 
Had it not been for the assassina- 
tion of the Archduke Franz-Ferdi- 
nand, another pretext of equally 
abysmal, cynicism, would have been 
chosen by the international 
champions of war. Kaiser Wilhelm 
naturally wanted to “have it over 
with” before the completion of the 
Russian Military Program in 1917. 

2. Nicholas II did all in his pow- 
er to prevent the outbreak of hos- 
tilities, finding but little, if any, 
support for his conciliatory efforts 
among hie advisers of the Russian 
Foreign Office and the Russian 
General Staff. 

3. Up to the stroke ot midnight. 
July 31, 1914, the British Govern- 
ment could have averted the catas- 
trophe, had it declared its readi- 
ness to stand by France and Rus- 
sia. A simple declaration made to 
that effect by Herbert Asquith or 
Sir Edward Grey would have paci- 
fied even the most belligerent 
Junkers in Berlin, The “Belgian 
alibi,” advanced by the British Gov- 
ernment three days later, made up 
in human appeal what it lacked in 
cool logic. The British Empire 
went to war not because of its holy 
respect for the inviolability of in- 
ternational treaties but on account 
of its bitter feelings toward Ger- 
many. Were Herbert Asquith less 
of a lawyer and more of an out- 
spoken humanitarian, no war 
would have been declared by Ger- 
many on Aug. 1, 1914. 

All other “ifs” exploited by the 
historians of.1914 are fanciful and 
meaningless. We might just as weil 
go back to 1912 and ask ourselves 
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in July, 1914. 

“Weare leaving at once, not 
a moment to de wasted!" 

I told the captain, and we landed 
in the Crimea eight hours later to 
find Russia gripped by the nerv- 
ous enthusiasm of the genera] mo- 
bilization, 

It was war. “A popular war this 
time,” said the people in the ca- 
thedral of Yalta, where I was 
asked to make a short address aft- 
er the solemn Te Deum.

France? How can our Govern- 
ment account to the nation for the 
fact of our tighting on the side of 
Great Britain, the traditional arch- 
foe of the Russian empire? And 
what are we going to fight with, 
considering that our War Office 
made no preparations at all for an 
emergency of this caliber? How 
long will this surprising enthu- 
siasm of our intelligen last, in- 
telligentsia that had suddenly ex- 
changed their pacifistic philosophy 
of yesterday for their present idio- 
tic animosity towards all things 
German, including Wagner's 6pefas | 
and Wiener schnitzel?”

ORTY-BIGHT hours spent in
